As we read, 
the process by which Protestantism was 
driven slowly back to the North of Europe 
becomes clarified, and we. obtain also a 
coherent view of those changes in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries which 
brought about the atheism of eighteenth 
century France and its consequent 
upheavals.

Though thé writer connects Bourdaloue’s 
life and teaching with the wider life of 
his century, the central figure is not sub- 
merged in generalities, and the last half 
of the book is devoted to an analysis and 
interpretation of Bourdaloue’s teaching. 
He is not only a preacher and a master 
of dialectics, but a moralist, an apostle of 
duty, whose principles, by reason.of their 
simple Christianity, are as applicable to- 
day as they were three hundred years ago. 

Herein lies Bourdaloue’s originality. 
His leading thought is that predestination 
is “un enchainement de graces qui nous 
sont prépares,’. which. men can enjoy 
only if they submit their lives to -divine 
guidance, To this end every individual 
should choose that state of life to which 
he feels a yocation. Bourda!oue applies 
his principle equally to men and women, 
and protests with intense sincerity against 
the irresponsibility of parents who consider 
they have discharged their particular duty 
by enabling their children to enter some 
religious Order, ignoring the question of 
vocation. Equally, he argues, it is a 
grievous ‘sim to treat State = offices: or 
positions in-business as inheritances which 
must necessarily descend from: father- to 
son whether or not the successor is 
qualified to play his part. To the 
prevalent carelessness in choice of. pro- 
fession Bourdalane- attributes; justifiably, 
the greater part of ecclésiastical abuses 
and social disorder in his own day. He 
was, moreover, the first and only preacher 
of his time to deal with this subject “guí 
lut appartient, qué lui est particulier.’’

The problem of vocation is as pressing 
now, and in this ‘country, as when Bourd- 
aloue dealt with it from the pulpits of 
seventeenth century France. Does it not 
occur—to give only two examples—in Mr. 
St. John Ervine’s play, “The Ship,’’ 
and Mr. TT. ©. Murtray’s “Maurice 
Harte’’? Very appropriately Miss Byrne 


closes her study with a chapter on the 
reality—‘‘ actualité ’’—of ~ Bourdaloue’s 
message. 

This is a book which, apart from the 


urgency of its moral appeal, will attract 
equally the scholar and the layman—the 
first, by reason of accurate research and 
clear exposition accompanied by copious 
footnotes and a full bibliography—the lay- 
man by reason of its lucid style and a 
sympathetic understanding which, should 
disperse for ever the legend of Bourdaloue 
as a coldly intellectual castigator of con- 
temporary society whose dissertations 
lacked all human appeal.

HILE stumbling perilously between 
the. temptation to popularise his 
work by recounting native orgies and 
white men's lapses, and the better in- 
stinct to. interest the educated classes of 
the West in the struggle coasclesaly being 
waged in the tropics ‘against disease, the 
author emerges finally with some distinc- 
tion. He has set out to enlist the sym- 
= of the West with the East, of the 
ayman in his environment of ease and 
security against disease with the research 
doctor, who, trekking through the heart 
of Africa from West to East, and again 
from the cholera plague in Bangkok to 
the lepers of Sumatra, must combine with 
the: endurance of a Stanley prodigious 
versatility and a practical heroism. 

As a travel book alone, the book would 
be interesting; but when to a fascinating 
story is added the lure of authenticated 
knowledge in a readily assimilable form, 
Dr. .Torrance puts us in his debt, despite 
the unnecessary intrusion of incidents that 
somewhat mar the book. Again, he 
displays uncertainty as to the type of 
reader he wishes to gain when he dilates 
unduly on the diagnosis of typhus and 
leprosy, or the regulations to prevent the 
spread of endemic cholera. 

Having said this much, however, it is 
only right to add that the romance of the 
conflict with the minute, parasitic 
carriers of disease—more deadly “a ‘thou- 
sand times than hordes of big game—is 
thrillingly unfolded. Sleeping-sickness 
and the tsetse-fly; ‘malaria and the 
mosquito, leprosy, fhese are subjects of 
truly epic character... We Jearn. that 
malaria was capably described by Hippo- 


i crates, that cinchona was invoked against 


it in 1640, but it was left to Patrick 
Manson to defeat the disease. It was he 
who suggested to Ronald Ross to. follow 
up his discoveries; he did so with mar- 
vellous result, an enduring contribution 
to mankind, which to-day coldly beholds 
him in penury. 

With surprise, perhaps,’ it. will be 
learned that leprosy is not confined to 
tropical countries; it: is common in Ice- 
land and Siberia ; it occurs regularly in 
the United States and in Canada. It is 
alarming to find that lepers number one 
in every five hundred, but 'wé are re- 
assured when we realise how difficult it 
js to acquire the disease,. and that there 
is a guaranteed cure, ‘so that in two 

enerations leprosy should be unknown. 
We agree with Dr. Torrance that tropical 
medicine is, combating disease on behalf 
of the whole human race, and were it 
not for blood-tests and inoculations. in- 
numerable and the whole ritual of pre- 
ventive medicine, man’s foothold on this 
planet would be very precarious.

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PLAYS: ENGLISH AND 
AMERICAN.

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0: these three plays two are American 
and one 1s English. The American 
plays are by authors whose work is 
virtually unknown on this side of the 
Atlantic, while the authors of the English 
play have already attained some success 
in the London theatre. Despite this, one 
of the American plays is easily the most 
interesting of the three, and it seems 
likely to achieve success if, and when, it 
is staged. 

“The Garbage Man” is described as 
a Parade with Shouting,’’ but .it is 
really a display of the life of New York. 
In eight scenes that life is passed before 
the reader somewhat in the manner of the 
famous film, ‘‘ Berlin,’’ and it suggests 
comparison with Elmer Rice’s “ Subway ”’ 
and “Street Scene.” In “ The Garbage 
Man,” however, there is a richness of 
language and a wildness of fantasy which 
Mr. Rice has not yet achieved, so that in 
Mr.. John Dos Passos, the American 
theatre would seem to have a playwright 
full of promise. He has absorbed much 
from Toller and Kaiser, particularly from 
“ From Morn to Midnight,’’ but he has 
written a play that will "tox the resources 
of a producer and stretch the minds of 
audiences. That is a big achievement in 
these days. 

The second American play, “Junior,” 
by. A. Pheon, is a variant of the old 
theme of the struggle of youth and age. 
The play reads rather like an “ uplift”’ 
pamphlet in which puppets speak essays 
and in which none of the characters come 
to life. It does not suggest a stage success. 

“The Cat’s Cradle,’’ by Aimee and 
Philip Stuart, is the latest addition to 
Benn’s Contemporary British Dramatists. 
The play has already had a fairly success- 
ful run in London, and those who saw it 
in the theatre will probably like to have 
the text, but it is not distinguished beyond 
the average London play of the moment.

THEIR NATURE, ORIGIN AND 
END. 


(By “JJ. S. S82) 


STRONOMY is probably the most 
fascinating branch of science to the 
popular mind. Whether our writers tell 
us about the stars, sun, moon or other 
celestial objects, our interest is deep, and 
when we come across a book which 
pro to tell us the origin and history 
of those astronomical phenomena which 
puzzle us, we reach for it with eagerness. 
Sir James Jeans (' The Universe Around 
Us.” Cambridge University Press. 12/6 
net.) sets out to explain the nature and 
history-—past and future—not only of the 
solar system, but also of the universe of 
stars, nebulw, etc. ; and right well he does 
it. His accustomed charm of expression, 
his power of clear exposition, the facility 
and aptness of his analogies, and, perhaps, 
more important than these, his wonderful 
set of illustrations, make the book stand 
out as one of the most successful attempts 
to make difficult matter easy ; for the book 
is intended primarily for the general 
reader, though astronomers may well read 
it with profit. ae 
Sir James wisely starts by exhibiting 
the objects which make up our universe. 
We are introduced to the stars, and find 
that the sun is a member of a cluster 
belonging to a galactic system which 
includes most of the stars that we see. 
We meet binary stars and variable stars 
and see how useful they prove io the 
astronomer sounding the depths of 
‘space. The nebule are discussed very 
fully, particularly the extra-galactic 
nebulw, which were first discovered to have 
a spiral structure by means of Lord 


I 


Rosse’s six-foot telescope. Al these 
seemingly disconnected objects are linked 
up in a narrative dealing with 


astronomical measurements, and we get 
some idea of the refinement of observation, 
the accuracy of measurement, and the 
difficulty of calculations current in 
modern astronomy. 


ATOMS AND STARS. 


When we seek to explain how these 
bodies are constructed, and how they 
function, we find that the telescope must 
be laid aside and that the physicist must 
be called in. Hence, for a proper under- 
standing of the cosmos, we must know 
something of the microcosm. We are 
treated to an account of the results of 
modern atomic physics, leading up to the 
recently discovered cosmic rays—a highly- 
penetrating radiation which, the author 
believes, is formed by the annihilation of 
protons and electrons. This concept of 
the conversion of mass into radiation runs 
through the whole book, and is one of 
the corner-stones of modern cosmogony. 

Now we are ready for a theory which 
will explain how the universe comes to Dé. 
as we find it. In the begini.ing there was 
space, uniformly filled with the substance 
of the present stars, etc., and what they 
have lost since by radiation. Some 
disturbance took place somewhere within 
it, resulting in the formation of a number 
of ‘‘condensations,”’ or gatherings of 
molecules. Calculation shows that these 
condensations must have been: about a 
thousand million times the weight of the 
sun, which is the order of weight of the 
great nebula. The first stage, then, in 
the construction of the universe is the 
production of these nebule. Currents 
produced by the condensations give them a 
rotation, and under the influence of this 
spin they becin to change from a spherical 
shape—first to a flattened sphere and then 
to the shape of a convex lens. 


JUPITER AND SATURN. 


No further flattening takes place, but 
the matter at the centre is ejected through 


the edge and is spread out in the 
equatorial plane. This thin disc of gas 
then suffers condensations from 


disturbances, and calculation shows that 
must have weights 
comparable with that of the sun (and the 
stars). The stars had their origin in the 
condensations produced in the outer parts 
of a spiral nebula. Binary stars are 
produced by the fission of single stars 
which are rotating too fast; but, for this 
fission to take place, the stars must 
partake of the nature of a liquid, not a 
Eas important point in the present 


The next problem is the origin of the 
system of planets surrounding the sun. 
This is caused by a very rare event—the 
close approach of a star to our sun. The 
result of this approach is the raising of 
tides on both, just as the moon raises tides 
on the earth ; and, with the close aproach 
of a star much bigger than the sun, the 
tide on the latter would take the form of 
a long filament torn out of it. In this 
long strip of gas condensations would 
occur, and every condensation would give 
rise to a planet. As the filament of gas 
would be shaped somewhat like a cigar, 
we should expect to find the biggest 
planets in the middle of the series, thus 
accounting for the position of Jupiter and 
Saturn. 


THE ORIGIN OF COMETS. 


Some of the planets—Venus and 
Mercury—are so small that they must 
have solidified very soon after leaving the 
sun. Jupiter and Saturn, on account of 
their size, did not solidify at once, and 
probably came, in their erratic course 
around the sun in their early days, too 
near the sun, and had filaments torn out 
of them from which their satellites were 
formed by condensations. In this way.we 
see that the large planets which cool 
slowly have a large numb.r of satellites, 
while the small, fast-cooling planets have 
few, or none at all—which is precisely 
what we find. Many other planets must 
hate been formed with those now existing, 
but these have broken up, owing to coming 
too close to other bodies in the system, 
and they now appear as comets and 
shooting stars. 

The problem of the internal structure 
of the stars presents more difficulty. Sir 
James Jeans gives a beautiful exposition 
of his own theory, which postulates that 
the stars have liquid cores and gaseous 
envelopes. He makes out a very good 
case for it—his use of the Russell 
diagram and the Seares curves of stellar 
weights and densities is masterly—but 
when he points cut the serious criticism 
which has been 4evelled against it our 
confidence begins to waver. 


MOUNT WILSON. 


Briefly, the criticism is this. If we 
accept the dimensions of atoms as 
provided by physics, we find that the 
atoms at ‘the centre of a star are too far 
away from one another to be regarded as 
forming a liquid: they mut tL. regarded 
as forming a gas. The author thinks that 
too much weight is placed on this point, 
about atomic 
dimensions yet. owever, other 
astronomers, such as Professor Eddington, 
regard it as a very serious objection, and 
so we must suspend judgment for the 
present. The story of these liquid stars 
makes a splendid chapter to add to that

Travelling Libraries, | 


I see that the movement towatds 
catering for the needs of outlying districts 
in the matter of reading 1s rapidly pro- 
gressing. The latest recruit is Co. 
Antrim, where a travelling library scheme 
has been successfully initiafed. Such 
schemes have an incalculable value in 
enlarging the mental horizon of those 
whose position does not permit of the use 
of the ordinary lending libraries, and there 
is a hope that they may be in some 
measure co-ordinated with the idea oí 
village clubs, which Mrs. McClintock-Dix 


has been so strenuously advocating. One 
of the functions of the librarian is to 
advise in the choice of books, and I 


suggest that the time is ripe for collabora- 
tion between them and the modern Irish 
authors. I have urged in the “Diary” 
that we have no right to complain if Irish 
authors turn their attention abroad while 
we neglect their work. - There is a_re- 
markable difficulty in getting such works 
from libraries. Volumes on history and 
ancient sociology tumble over one another 
for perusal; but when the call is for 
novels. which are, in fact, studies at first- 
hand of contemporary life, there is but a 
grudging response. Yet, they have, in 
addition to a real artistic worth, a 
practical value for our self-comprehension 


to-day. 
W. IC. Hughes Re-Emerges.

We longer than any other 
Mham of the Allied 
Premiers, being in

Having visited the 
late President Wilson 
in 1928, he was 
present at the Peace 
Conference in 1919, 
and again attended 
the Imperial Con- 
ference in 1921. 

Born in Wales 
sixty-four years ago, 
W. M. Hughes was educated at 
Llandudno Grammar School and St. 
Stephen’s School, Westminster. In 1884 
he emigrated to Australia, and ten years

later was elected M.P. as an advanced 
Labour representative. As a Jawyer, he 
became a K.C. in London in July, 


1919, and his wife was created G.B.E. in 
1922. For thirty-five vears W. M. 
Hughes has been one of the dominating 
inflnences in Australian politics, first as 
a Labour leader, and Jlater as a 
Nationalist. His breach with Tabour 
drove him from office six years ago, and 
now that breach looks like being repaired. 

This year he published in Tondon a 
verv outspoken book on Tmperial affairs, 
under the title “ The Splendid Adven- 
tnre.” In this volume he criticises some- 
what severely the newer tendercies in 
Dominions’ policy, singling Canada and 
the Irish Free State for his especial con- 
demnation.

A recent paragraph in this column 
which dealt with the history of literary 
Dublin, and was followed a few days 
later by an article on the dignity of 
Dublin, as extolled in the handbook issued 
by the city managers, has prompted a 
correspondent to remind me of that which 
was written of printers by the eminent 
Dean Stanley in the early part of last 
century :—*‘‘ Those of us who have written, 
those of us who have read, any of the 
innumerable works which come from the 
teeming Press of our day must remember 
that behind the countless sheets and the 
vast. mountains of type, and the constant 
whirl of machinery, there stands an army 
of living, unknown and unseen friends, 
through whose close attentive eyes and 
ever-busy fingers, the light of God, the 
light of knowlédge, the light of grace, 
stream out in countless rays to every 
corner of our streets and homes.”’ 


Old Printing Houses. 


Apropos of the Dublin printing trade, 
it is sad to think that all the old historic 
printing houses of the city have passed 
away. Possibly Grierson’s hou.> in West 
Essex street, formerly Smock alley, is 
still standing. Situated a few doors from 
SS. Michael and John’s Church, it was 
called ‘‘The Sign of the Two Bibles,’’ 
and in it was printed, in 1724, the first 
Irish edition of Milton’s poems. In a 
portion of Dublin which has now dis- 
appeared, known as Cole alley, some- 
where in the neighbourhood of Castle 
street, there were, according to the 
records, some handsome houses with 
pleasant terrace walks, in one of which 
lived an eminent printer named Robert 
Marchbanks. The office of Faulkner 
(called by Swift the Prince of Printers) 
was likewise situated in Castle street. 
This street of historic traditions wr <'vo 
the birthplace of the Dublin 
graphical Provident Society. 


Taxis. 


A long-cherished illusion with regard 
to the laws concerning the hiring of taxis 
has, it would seem, been destroyed by a 
recent court case. It was always assumed, 
both by taxi-drivers and by those who 
hire their vehicles, that the prospective 
passenger was forced to take the front 
cab in any rank. Taxi-drivers have so 
convincing a way in argument that this 
has never been challenged until recently. 
Now Mr. Hay Halkett, the London 
magistrate, has decided that there is no 
justification whatever for the belief. 

I doubt if his decision will have much 
effect in Dublin, but in London, where a 
number of well-appointed taxis have made 
their appearance recently, this ruling will 
be of some importance. If the front cab 
is dilapidated, and there is a nice, clean, 
new one just behind, there is nothing, 
according to Mr. Halkett, to stop the 
traveller from choosing the better cab.

others, notably the fishermen of Norway, 
lean to the use of dynamite.

COMMERCIAL AMRASSADOR. 
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Linen Industry Hopes : 
to be Launched : 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
FTER long and weary years of depres- 
sion, it seems as if more prosperous 
times were in store for the linen industry, 
and hopes are confidently expressed, by 
those competent to judge, that its tradi- 
tional greatness may soon be restored. 
At last it has been recognised that eld 
methods are useless to cope with the keen 
competition of other countries; and an 
effort is now being made to place the 
trade upon a satisfactory basis. With 
this object in view, the Irish Linen Guild 
was formed last year, and its membership 
includes. almost all the important firms 
connected with the industry, so far as 
Northern Ireland is concerned. 

While the Conservative Government was 
in power in, Great Britain efforts were 
made to have the Safeguarding Acts 
applied to linen, but these proposals were 
rejected, greatly to the surprise of the 
Northern Unionist leaders. who imagined 
they had only to ask to receive. During 
the recent Parliamentary elections one of 
the inducements offered to support the 
Craigavon régime was that official repre- 
sentations would again be made to Mr. 
Baldwin, but all hopes perished with the 
return of a Labour Government to West- 
minster. There.are men in the linen 
industry, however, who believe that salva- 
tion for their business can only be found 
in the introduction of scientific methods 
in manufacture, merchandising, and 
marketing, and their call to high 
endeavour has finally been heard. 


REVOLUTIONARY CHANGES. 


On Monday next a great national publi- 
city scheme is to be launched, and it is 
gratifying tg know that the Free State is 
to be included in the area of operations, 
the gentlemen in charge being business- 
men and not politicians. Publicity, how- 
ever, without the right kind of goods to 
back it up would be of but little avail, 
and it is here that the Linen Guild comes 
strikingly into the picture, changes 
almost revolutionary in the trade having 
been made. The old-fashioned ways have 
been banished, let us hope, for ever, and 
the industry has entered upon a brighter 
path. Certain classes of articles in daily 
use have been standardised, both in 
quality and in price, and these are made 
up for sale in attractive transparent 
wrappers, bearing the green seal of the 
Guild as a guarantee of merit. The new 
order of thing’'has already achieved con- 
siderable success, hundreds of orders 
having been received, id some of the 
factories are simply humming with work 
—a pleasant sound for all concerned. _ 
Arrangements have been made for dis- 
tribution on a large scale all over the 
British Isles and Ireland, North and South, 
and the “ big push ” next week will bring 
before millions of people the value and 
lasting wear of linen. Charm of design 
and colour constitutes a feature of the new 
fabrics, and demonstrations will be given 
to illustrate that snowy damasks made by 
Irish firms add dignity and simplicity to 
the beauty of the home. sy the up-to- 
date system which has been evolved it is 
expected that Ireland will recover some of 
the ancient glories of her linen industry, 
and win for it once more a dominant place 
in the English-speaking world. 


Lord Craigavon is to sail on Saturday

Ireland. Indeed, it is no secret that the 


Premier will be called on to address 
gatherings of Irish organisations during 


his tour, while he will also be the guest 
of high Government officials in both 
countries. | 

While in New Zealand, Lord Craigavon 
intends to study farming conditions, with 
particular reference to dairy problems, as 
he thinks it is curious that the Dominion 
should be able to supply Great Britain 
with more than fifty per cent. of its cheese, 
although so far from the ‘heart of the 
Empire. There are other departménts of 
agriculture which will engage his atten- 
tion, and he wil! have an interesting story 
to tell Trish farmers when he returns. 
Before leaving Belfast for London on Tues- 
day nicht the Premier recalled that the 
northern portion of New Zealand was 
formerly known as “New Ulster,” signify- 
ing that the original settlers tiere were 
from this province, and he is looking 
forward to meeting the descendants of 
these hardy pioneers. He will be accom- 
panied by Lady Craigavon, and everyone 
will wish them a pleasant journey and a 
safe return to the homeland. 


A RELFAST AERODROME. 


At last something practical has been 
done towards providing an aerodrome for 
the port of Belfast. Up to the present 
there has been plenty of talk, but no one 
seemed willing té undertake the financial 
responsibility of the scheme, the final 
suggestion being that the Corporation 
should choulder the burden. As was pointed 
out in this column recently, the City 
Council has no power to do anything of 
the kind, and, in any case, it seems out 
of place that the ratepayers should be 
asked to subsidise private enterprise, as 
the great majority of the community have 
no personal interest in flying. As it is 
not a municipal proposal, and is alto- 
gether outside the contro] and administra- 
tion of the Council, this idea could not 
legally be entertained, and, apparently, 
this is now recognised. The subject was 
discussed at a meeting of the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, and a 
resolution was adopted approving of the 
scheme and authorising the payment of 
£50 annually for three years from the 
funds of the Chamber to assist the pro- 
ject put forward by National Flying 
Services, Ltd. This is a move in the 
right direction, and if the other commer- 
cial and trade organisations interested 
follow such an excellent example, the 
financial difficulty will disappear. 


The question has been before the 
Chamber of Trade, the Wholesale Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association, 


the Rotary Club, and the Ulster Tourist 
Development Association, all of whom are 
naturally concerned with the development 
of air services; and, if these bodies also 
contribute towards the expense in the 
same generous fashion, the sum required 
—£250 per annum—will be made up. It 
is expected that the venture wil] become 
self-supporting, when, of course, the 
necessity for a monetary guarantee would 
vanish. As the scheme is said to be of 
national importance, perhaps the Govern- 
ment might also be prevailed upon to give 
a substantial grant. Assistance has been 
given to enterprises no more worthy. |

either necessary or desirable. A sugges- 
tion that the detection of personation 
should be undertaken by the police has 
been rejected, as it would place 
further responsibilities on the force and 
might also expose it to a charge of 
partisanship. That proposal seems to be 
quite reasonable. Under the present regu- 
lations the onus of prosecution is placed 
on the personation agent, with the result 
that the rival candidates often withdrew 
all cases, flagrant instances «f nersona- 
tion being allowed to go unpunished. This 
was the principal complaint of the re- 
formers, and it is, therefore, gratifyimg to 
find that the committee’ strongly recom 
mend that the duty of prosecution should 
be placed on the Crown from the moment 
of arrest.

THE PERILS OF THE ROAD. 


In commenting on a case which came 
before him yesterday, the Belfast coroner, 
Dr. James Graham, revealed a grave state 
of affairs relative to deaths from motor 
car accidents within the city boundaries. 
He said that he had dealt with one hundred 
and forty-eight such cases during the past 


three vears and nine months, while out 
of that number there had only been 
one instance of punishment for the 
offender. Were all the rest innocent 


of negligence? The perils of the road are 
becoming greater with the steady increase 
in motor traffic, and, notwithstanding all 
tat has been done in the promotion of 
the “safety first” movement, the propor- 
tion of fatal accidents is larger than ever 
Two deaths occurred yesterday, but it is 
only when staggering totals are published 
that a thrill of apprehension is aroused. 

Speeding on the roads is a common 
occurrence, and on several of the broader 
thoroughfares cars and bicycles are “ tried 
out’’ with impunity., In olden times the 
slowly-moving juggernaut claimed its 
voluntary victims, but the swift machines 
of to-day bring destruction to hundreds 
of innocent people—men, women and 
children. In the course of his references, 
Dr. Graham expressed the opinion that 
some regulations should be made whereby 
motorists would be forbidden to pass tram- 
cars on. the inside when stationary, adding 


that nature should not be taken m hands 
authorities.

“DUBLIN: FOR IRELAND.” 


LECTURE AT UNIVERSITY 
COLLEGE. 


“The motto of Dublin and of all good 
Dubliners ought to be ‘ Dublin for Ireland,’ ”’ 
said Dr. Eoin McNeill, B.A., D.Litt., in 
the course of his lecture on “ Dublin’s Part 
in the Development of Ireland,’’ at Univer- 
- College, Dublin, yesterday. 

‘he aim of those who have organised and 
directed these Oivic Week celebrations, he 
said, is to make Dublin citizens take a pride 
and interest in their city. But it is not 
merely to fill them with emotions. The 
pride and interest of Dubliners in Dublin 
are regarded as a means to an end; that 
citizens will do what they can for Dublin. 
Eatriotism and civic spirit are no more than 
a sterile vanity if they do not mean service. 
We come together in various gatherings; we 
look on spectacles, historical, industrial, cul- 
tural, in order to be encouraged to do —_ 
service for Dublin. That is not all. ub- 
lin means for us not merely our city, but 
the capital of our nation. If we want to 
do well for Dublin, it is because we want 
Dublin to do well for Ireland. We should 
take care that we do not allow ourselves io 
drift consciously or unconsciously into the 
notion of ‘Ireland for Dublin," and there 
may be a good. ceal of that in our sub- 
conscious mentality and activity. The motto 
of Dublin and of good Dubliners ought to be 
“ Dublin for Ireland.’”’ And so we shoul 
never lose sight of the relations between 
Dublin and Ireland. You may think that 
there is no danger of that. 

THE FIELDS OF IRELAND. 

I think that there is a special danger. 
There are instances of a capital city, ancient 
and modern, that has become a sort of big 
tumour, drawing its sustenance out of the life 
of the country, instead of being a vital and 
serviceable organ for the life of the country 
We all recognise that Ireland lives, in the 
economic sense, by the produce of her fields. 
I wish I could add by the produce of her 
seas. Before the Legislative Union, and far 
away before it, Ireland was relatively in the 
forefront as regards her fishing industry: ! 
believe that Ireland can recover that position, 
and that Dublin will have to consider it. In 
any case, the fishing industry is only one 
factor in the whole rural economy of Ireland. 

In matters of figures, he said, they could 
not contrast agriculture as one industry witb 
all the other industries combined, and to 
imagine that there is a sort of rivalry be- 
tween them. The fact stands that Irelanc, 
in the economic sense, exists by the produce 
of her fields. If the rural economy of Ireland 
decays Ireland goes down, If her rain! 
economy prospers Ireland goes up. Again, if 
Ireland's rural economy means tillage and 
pasturage, no matter how well these are 
looked after, Ireland is done for. 

IRELAND 'S GREATEST ENEMY. 
Referring to the Legislative Union, Dr. 
MacNeill said that one of its worst effects 
was what is called psychological—the produc- 
tion of the mentality of “It can’t be done.” 
This mentality is lreland’s greatest enemy 
in our time. So they had to contend with 
the evils produced by a bad policy, an 
uncertain climate and foreign competitors. 
Continuing, he said that town life has 
become the enemy of country life, not merely 
of life in the fields, but of life in the smaller 
towns, which are part of the rural economy. 
Dublin, without meaning, has become the 
enemy of Ireland. This means, of course, in the 
long run that Dublin has become the enemy 
of Dublin. These very celebrations in which 
we are engaged are aggravating the process. 
[Jnless a remedy is found there is a bad 
future for Dublin and for Ireland. The work 
done by the Ministry of Agriculture resulted 
in a “ psychological’ gain, for it meant the 
substitution of ‘‘It can be done ” for the 
spirit of ‘‘It can’t be done.” Even the 
spirit of “It can be done,” however, is not 
sufficient. ‘They wanted also the spirit of 
“ We mean to do it’ and “ We love to do 
it.” The knowledge of what Ireland has 
done in former times and the knowledge of 
what Denmark is doing at present were two 
things which should serve to inspire. 


GIVING A LEAD. 

He was confident that they could ebuild 
in Ireland the rural civilisation that will zive 
a lead to the world. No doubt in the 
national work of reconstruction Dublin ought 
to take the lead and give the fullest service. 

Further, he said in conclusion, they must 
look forward not merely to better tillage and 


better stock breeding, better butter and 
better eggs, but to a countryside life of 


varied interests, self-respecting, cultured and 
dignified, 
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ORGAN RECITAL. 


DR. HEWSON’S ENJOYABLE 
PROGRAMME. 


The organ recitals given from time to time 
hy Dr. George Hewson at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral are,so valued a part of the city’s 
life that lat night’s came as peculiariy 
appropriate to the Civic Week Music Festival. 
From the nature of his instrument an 
organist, of all musicians, is the more 
localised in fame, and whatever may be said 
of the other music happenings of the week, 
one felt that this organ recital was an expres 
sion of such musical culture as is in our 
midst—and so could be especially welcomed 
at this time. 

Dr. ‘Hewson’s programme touched cn 
widely divergent lines of composition. It is 
unnecessary to refer to his mastery of 
technique, his individuality in changes of 
stops, or feats of pedalling. His impressionist 
work in Wagner, with its strong orchestral 
colouring has frequently been featured at 
recitals, but i Ride of the Valkyries’’ 
Was a magnetic study last night, with the 
sonorous cries of the warrior-maidens, and 
the gorgeous sweep of the descending 
chromatic passages as details to live in the 
mind, The ‘Cuchoo Concerto” (Handel), 
with its imitative phase treated artistically, 
was realism of an older school; the Fugue 
somewhat tame (save for its massive climax) 
after the grand “Fantasia and Fugue in G 
Minor ” of that ‘‘ fount and pattern of organ 
music,” J. C. Bach. The áine, with the 
wonderful Fngue in A Minor, stand out pre- 
eminently from all works of their kind. The 
rhythm, strength of outiine and lofty develop- 
ment of the great G Minor were portrayed 
with singular clarity by Dr. Hewson—-the 
outstanding number of the programme, not 
to be eclipsed. even by “ The Valkyrie Ride, ' 
distinguished though it might be. :

At. night Mr. Frank E. Stephens gave a 
lecture on '' The History and Antiquities of 
Dublin,” He described the rise and develop- 
ment of the city and the county, showing 
numerous views on the screen of monuments 
and other historic landmarks.

DUBLIN’S WATER 
SUPPLY.

THE OLD AND THE MODERN. 

“The Water Supply of the City of Dublin,” 
was the subject of an interesting lecture 
broadcast by Mr. M. A. Moynihan, City 
Engineer, from 2RN, Dublin, lest night, in 
connection with Civic Week. 

f all forms of municipal activity, he said, 
scarcely any can be considered of greater 
importance to the community than the pro- 
viding of an adequate supply of pure water 
for domestic and public purposes. To-day the 
most urgent and most difficult problem that 


London is this necessity. Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Glasgow, and other large cities in 
Great Britain have been able to overcome the 
difficulty by reason of their natural advan- 
tages of situation. To Dublin, of Irish cities, 
belongs the honour of being the pioneer in 
undertaking a waterworks project on the lines 
that are universally followed in modern 
engineering practice, where at all possible. 

As is generally known, Dublin was for 
many centuries entirely dependent for its 
water supply from the .old aqueduct that 
started from the weir on the River Dodder, 
between Tallaght and Templeogue, and 
ended in a reservoir that probably occupied 
the site of the present City Basin at James s 
street. This artificfAl water-course, the oldest 
remnant of civic engineering that Dublin can 
chow. owes its existence to Manrice Fitz 
gerald, Lord Justiciary of Ireland, and was 
completed about 1254. 

LEADEN PIPES. 

In the thirteenth century leaden pipes were 
first used to distribute the water, and for 
centuries after lead was the only material 
employed for the purpose. As late as 1671 
we have mention in the civic papers of ex- 
penditure upon such pipes. When wooden 
pipes first came to be used one cannot say 
with certainty. One of these old pipes, which 
was made about 1753, and recently removed 
from Marrowbone lane, can be seen on ex- 
hibition at the City Hall during the week. 
The substitution of metal water pipes on 
anything like a large scale did not take place 
until 1799, when the Corporation obtained an 
Act of Parliament authorising them to levy 
special water rates to meet the expense of 
the undertaking. Up to practically the end 
of the eighteenth century the Dodder water 
was the only supply to the citv, with the ex- 
ception of certain wells sunk by citizens for 
their own enjoyment, but in 1775 the Cor- 
poration entered into contracts with the 
Royal and Grand Canal Companies to take 
and purchase the surplus water conveyed 
from the country. 

The ancient service from the city basins 
was not safeguarded by any of the pre- 
cautions against dangerous pollution that 
modern science would consider rudimentary. 
It gradually came to be  recog- 
nised that the water supply from the 
canals was even more liable to contamination. 
Time and again angry controversies arose and 
subsided (as epidemics of disease brok. out 
and subsided in due course) concerning the 
quality of the water supply. But it was not 
until the Dublin Improvement Act came into 
force in 1851 that the then reformed Corpora- 
tion was in a position to move. ‘The citizens 
of Dublin. have raised a noble monument to 
the memory of Sir John Gray. It was nobly 
earned, for to him is due the Vartry supply 
of water to our city. It was on the 21st 
July, 1861, that the Dublin Corporation 
Water Bill received the Royal ‘assent, 

THE VARTRY SUPPLY. 

The necessary powers having been thus 
obtained, the work was started on 10th 
November, 1862, on the Stillorgan Service 
Reservoir, and about the same time the 
making of the great embankment at Round- 
wood was commenced, which was to trans- 
form the lonely pastural valley of the Vartry 
into that noble lake from which, not only the 
citizens of Dublin, but those of Bray and 
Dun Laoghaire-—in a word, all the townships 
and suburbs with the exception of Rathmines 
derive that pure and health-giving supply of 
water which has practically remade cur city, 
and, with the aid of medical and sanitary 
science, has put en end to those periodical 
epidemics which were in previous t.mes con- 
sidered inevitable. 

Mr. Moynihan went on to describe in detail 
the scope of the vast reservoirs at Roundwood 
and Stillorgan. Concluding, he said there 
was still need for economy in the use of wate: 
on the part of the citizens, but if it was 
maintained as at presént, so far as he could 
see, there would be no necessity for any 
further increased curtailment. 

The pumping plant which is being installea 
at the Stillorgan reservoirs, with the assist 
ance of a supply of electricity from the 
Shannon scheme, would, he hoped, obviate a 
recurrence of the inconvenience experienced 
this year. To lay an additional mair to 
carry the water froin Roundwood to Stil 
lorgan would cost something like a quarter 
of a million pounds sterling.

Clothes and the Man. 


The problem of clothes appears to be 
eternal. Throughout history it has been 
the custom of well-intentioned monarchs 
to issue sumptuary laws, regulating the 
attire of their subjects, Even in this age 
of freedom it appears that men and women 
cannot be allowed to dréss themselves 
without the advice of learned societies, 
Professor J. C. Flugel recently, at the 
Wigmore Hall, expressed his opinion that 
men’s dress needed to be rescued from a 
slavery to convention; and ‘he attacked 
women on the ground that their attire was 
snobbish and wave offence to their less | 


wealthy neighbours. We do not claim to | 


be sartorial experts, but if seems to us| 
‘that’ the Professor's theses are mutually 


contradictory, “We always have under- 
stood that the dress ‘suit was evolved 
from the silken glories of Georgian days, 
when a man could venture to be elegant 
without insult to less wealthy country- 
men. The march of -industrialism, with 
its attendant poverty, reduced us to the 
uniform drabness cf a black Angola cloth, 
relieved by equally black silk frontings. 
Women, however, always a law unto them- 
selves, have preserved some semblance of 
finery and émbellishment. If Professor 
Flugel had his way, they, too, would adopt 
a uniform analogous to the male lounge 
suit, “ plus fours’’ or dress coat. We 
are thankful that they have refused to 
conform to this mediocrity. Although 
we are aware—as is Professor Flugel—that 
much heartburning is . occasioned in 
feminine circles by sartorial emulation, 
we are prepared to accept the lean with 
the fat. Few husbands, worthy of the 
name, would hesitate to enable their wives 
to vie with the efforts of their better-clad 
next-door néighbours, whatever the cost. 
They realise that this endeavour to 
alleviate the dullness of a work-a-day 
world deserves support, and they know 
well that the magnificence of the 
eighteenth century would not be suitable 
to an office chair. 


Veterans of Sport. 


In the present match between Yorkshire |

SUNDAY SCHOOL 
CONFERENCE. 


CONCLUDING SESSION, 

Owing to the death of a relative, the 
Bishop of Tuam was unable to be present to 
deliver the third of his series of addresses at 
the Conference of Sunday School teachers, 
held at the Church of Ireland Traming 
College vesterday. In his stead the Rey. A. 
Langford Jones, M.A., delivered an address 
on “ Training Children in Worship.” 

It was, he said, a ‘very complicated 
problem, because they had to tealise the 
task in front of them, and develop the child s 
mind to enable him or her to take part in 


the service of the Church. Such training 
must include religious education, both in 
Charch dav schools and in Sunday school 
work. Worship was the response of the 


whole being to the realised presence of God, 
Mothers in the homes should strive to give 
the right definition of worship. The speaker 
disapproved of the old idea of having children 
say prayers at the knee of the mother. The 
mother should join in the child's prayer, 
kneeling with the child, and thus encourage 
the child to speak to God for himself. 

At the evening session the Rev. Langford 
Jones completed his course of lectures, his 
final subject heing “‘ The Study of Bovhood 
and Girlhood.’’ . At the age of bovhood and 
girlhood there was lesa imagination, and it 
was here that the real progress was made in 
the teaching of religion. At earler ayes 
the cnriosity had heen. aroused. ard it 
at this age that thev looked for fulfilment. 
The lecturer then dealt with the various 
characteristics of children, the. development 
of memory, the formation of good habits, and 
the general preparation for the period of 
adolescence.

LEINSTER COLLEGE OF

QUESTION OF FUTURE 
EXISTENCE. 

At the last meeting of: the Committee of 
Management of the Leinster College of Irish 
a cirevlar letter signed by an cfticer of the 
Uffice of National Fducation was submitted. 

The effect of the letter was that the 
certificates granted by the College would not 
in future be recognised by the educational 
authorities. As the certificates of the Leinster 
College have been recognised for over twenty 
years, and as the felations between the 
College and the educational authorities 
through all that period have been uniform 
and uninterrupted, the circular caused the 
greatest surprise to the Committee. As, hew- 
ever, no reasons for this summary change of 
policy were given in the letter, it was telt 
that some misapprehension existed, and it was 
decided to request an interview with the 
responsible officer to clear up the matter 

In the meantime, and pending further 
ection, it was decided to continue the work of 
the College during the next session on the 
same lines as heretofore. The professors for 
the session had been-engaged and the pro- 
gramme arranged before the receipt of the 
letter. The classes will, therefore, open on 
Saturday, the 2ist of September, and the 
inaugural meeting will take place on Thurs- 
dav. the 19th of September. 

The Committee further decided that the 
continuance of the College under the proposed 
changes would be inconsistent with the ad- 
mittedly high reputation it has earned during 
the past twenty years as a col for training 
teachers of Irish, and that its future status 
and existence. are involved. Failing 
ultimats satisfactory settlement with the 
Ministry of Education, thev will consult the 
friends of the College on the question of its 
continuance after the present year.

Altogether Sir Henry made ten runs 
over a mile course, six of which counted 
officially, with a maximum speed of 148.9 
kilometres. 

His official average speed was given as 
92.8 miles per hour. which is only three- 
tenths of a mile less than the world’s 
“record,” held by Mr. Gar Wood with 
Miss America VII. 

The experts were astonished by the 
speed shown by the English boat, owing 
to the fact that she has less than half 
the horse-power of the ‘‘record’’ holder, 
Miss America VII.

IRISH FREE - STATE'S

The announcement by Mr. McGilligan, 
Free: State Minister for External Affairs, 
at the Assembly of the League of Nations 
that he would make the declaration accept- 
ing the Optional Clause on behalf of the 
Free State Government, has created a good 
deal of interest im Irish political circles. 
The signing of this clause means the 
compulsory acceptance by the Free State 
of any decision of the International Court 
on any matter to which the Free State is 


the Court for judgment. — 

Article 14 of the Covenant of the League 
6f Nations provides for the setting up of 
an International Court, to which members 
of the League or other States may appeal 
in case of. disputes. among themselves: 
This Court was set up by special statute, 
which was agreed on by the nations. 
Article 36 of the statute provides for the 
compulsory acceptance of the jurisdiction 
of the International Court. It is optional 
for any member of the League to declare 
that it accepts compulsorily tpso facto the 
jurisdiction of the Court ris-d-vis any other 
member who likewise accepts the .jurisdic- 
tion compulsorily in regard to legal disputes 
concerning —(1) The internretation of a 
treaty: (2) the breach of international 
obligation, and (3) the existence of any 
fact which, if established, was stated to be 
a breach of international obligation. For 
example, if a dispute arose, and one. party 
to the dispute had signed the clause and 
the other had not, there was no power by 
which to bring the non-signatory nation 
within the jurisdiction of the Court. This 
example is cited as a reason why all nations 
should sign the Optional: Clause. . The 
word “Optional” may be misconstrued, 
inasmuch as it refers only to the signa-

Mr. Stimson declined to.comment upon

It is known that the President and Mr. 
Macdonald have always desired that an 
agreement should be reached, at least in 
principle, on technical matters before a 
definite announcement was made regard- 
ing the; Premier’s visit.

Mr. Stimson finally approved the 
communication shortly before midnight.

With a view to removing misunder- 
standings, it is observed that Great 
Britain would not be the sole guarantor 
of the. proposed loans, and, further, that 
financial assistance could not be mace 
operative without the unanimous vote ol 
the League Council, on which the British 
Government is represented. It is scarcely 
likely, therefcre, that the British Govern. 
ment would guarantee a loan against its 
own judgment. There would be no ques- 
tion of the Government's lending money 
to a borrower.

The Third Committee of the League cl 
Nations Assembly to-day discussed the 
plan for financial aid for States suffering 
from aggression. 

Sir Henry Strakosch, a member oí the 
League’s Financial Committee. gave a de- 
tailed explanation of the working of the 
scheme, Which. he said, was the product 
of hard-headed business men en the Com- 
mittee, and not the result of the frenzied 
idealism of a few cranks. ‘The safeguard 
lav in the fact that the Council's decision 
must be unanimous. He was convinced 
that sich a unanimous judgment would be 
accepted as a just one, and would be 
supported by the public opinion of the 
world. 

Financial aid would be obtained by the 
borrowing Government in the international 
murket in the ordinary course; but in 
order to fortify that Government's credit 
there would be associated with it the credit 
of all the signatories to the Convention as 
ordinary guarantors, and that of a flew 
financially powerful countries as a kind of 
over-riding guarantee. For the service of 
the loan, the responsibilities of 
signatories would be clearly defined, and 
would be limited by the fact that the Con- 
vention provided a limit to the total 
annual] service under it. Moreover, when 
invoking the Convention, the Council 
itself would decide what the amount cl 
the loan should be.

NEW RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Two important resolutions dealing with 


coal and tariffs were submitted this morn- 
ing to the second committee dealing with 


economic questions in the name of the 
British delegation. That relating to 
tarifis recommended that a conference of 
members of the League and non-member 
States should be held with a view to 
securing bs avreement the ceneral reduc- 
tion of such protective tariffs as are 
excessive, and that the countries intending 


to participate should enter into an agree- 
ment not to increase their protective tarifis 
above the present level or to impose new 
tariff duties before the end of 1931, and 
ineanwhile should examine their separate 
protective tariffs and reduce them to the 
fullest extent possible. 

The resolution relating to coal 
mends that, owing to the great urgency of 
the matter, the International Labour 
Organisation should continue without delay 
its investigation. into the question of 
hours, wages and conditions of work in 
the coal mines, and that the Couneil 
should request the governing body of the 
International Labour Office to consider 
the inclusion in the avenda of the Inter- 
national Labour Conference of 1930 of 
questions relating to this subject. It 
further suggests that. in order to faecili- 
tate the conclusion of a practical inter- 
national agreement, the governing body 
should consider the advisability of con- 
vening, at an early date, a Preparatorv 
Technical Conference consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Governments, employers 
and workers of the principal coal-pro 
ducing countries of Europe, in order to 
advise it as to what questions relating to 
conditions of employment in the mines 
are to be tincluded in the agenda of the 
International Labour Conferenee of 1930.

The selection of Charlemont House as the 
site for the permanent Gallery is a fitting 
one. ‘This mansion is rich in associations 
with famous men and stirring times; it was 
builtin fhe day of Dublin’s test archi- 
tectural’ triumphs, to the design of Sir 
William Chambers, one of the foremost of 
Georgian architects, by one who figures 
largely in the pages of the history o 
time. The first Earl of Charlemont is, 
perhaps, best remembered by reason of his 
prominence in the Volunteer movement; this 
hase of his activities was in all probability 
he one on which he would have least desired 
to rely for the verdict of posterity ; it was 


,certainly the one to which he was least | 


suited. He was not a strong man; he had 
no gift of speech; he had no military know- 
ledge. In his own century he stands out 
amongst his class for his accomplishments, 
his culture, his patronage of art and letters. 
His greatest friends and closest associates 
were men like’ Hogarth, Goldsmith, Burke 
and Reynolds; his most lasting monument 
is the Royal Irish Academy, which he was 
instrumental in founding and of which he was 
the first President. is real» place was in 
the sheltered naths of painting and literature; 
his high social position ‘dragged him contrary 
to his inclinations into the stormy sea of 
politics, where, if he was not a conspicuous 
success, his conduct at least earned him the 
reputation of incorruptibility. 
FAMOUS MEN AND WOMEN. 

Within the walls of this building were 
housed in his day and for more than half 
a century after, the works of many famous 
masters, examples of the art of Rembrandt, 
of Titian, of Hogarth, of Wilton and others 
of lesser fame. His books» filled. three 
libraries, These halls have entertained 
Ireland's. most famows men and ‘ women. 
Grattan, Flood, Lord Edward Fitzgerald, 
Pamela, the Earl of Moira, Francis. Burton 
have foregathered ‘here. They have seen 
political conferences and convivial meetings; 
the Royal Irish Academy has enjoyed their 
hospitality. It is fitting that a house so 
linked with Dublin’s art and Dublin’s history 
should in the evening of its days become the 
home of Dublin's paintings and of the relics 
of her civic past. 

The nucleus of the Municipal Gallery of 
Art, which will within the next few years 
be transferred from, as it happens, the former

SPEED-BOAT RACE. 


FIRST TRIAL OF THE 
KIND ON LIFFEY. 


GREAT THRONG OF 
SPECTATORS.

‘There were plenty of thrills, but fortunatgly 
no spills, during the outboard motor boat race 
held on the River Liffey, in the centre of the 
city, last night. The race was held in con- 
nection with the Civic Week celebrations, and 
was an outstanding success. Even though it 
was an hour late in starting and finished in 
darkness, it was an event that those who 
witnessed it will not soon forget. Mar: 
thousands saw the race. The quays on bot 
sides of the river were aoe with people 
standing six deep, though those hehind saw 
httle but heard much. 

Every .vantage point along the course was 
taken. The windows and roofs of houses, the 
‘tops of motor cars and motor lorries, and the 
parapets of the three bridges wene crowded 
with enthusiasts.. Young and old, they waited 
for hours to see one of the newest of sports 
in Dublin, and all went away satisfied. 

. » PRACTICE TRIALS. 

The race itself did not start until 740 p m., 
instead of 6.45 p.m, but for an hour before 
that the air resounded to the roar of the 
engines as the boats went out on their prac- 
tice. trials. Miss McCormack’s Crafty was 
the first. boat off, and she was given a ronsing 
cheer as she raced up the river and took her 
turns easily but well. She was quickly fol- 
lowed by Colonel Mansfield’s Whirlpool. Mr. 
J. C. Healy’s Whoopee, the eventual winner, 
“went off minutes Jater, with Mr. A. FE. 
Delaney’s Hold Everything If. on his heels 
15 seconds afterwards. Mr. Delaney's boat 
won the Bann 100 miles race recently. Mr. 
£. L. Flood’s Dingbat and Mr. C. 
McCormack’s Whirlwind started with handi, 
caps of 7 minutes and 9) minutes respectively, 
while the last boat out was Mr. + hee 
Webb’s Impy II., with a handicap of 144 
minutes. 

For the first few minutes of the race there 
were plenty of exciting moments at the 
O'Connell Bridge turn. Some of the boats 
came around it in an alarming manner, 
shooting with *racing engines ‘for the arch of 
the bridge with the boats swerving on a zig- 
zag course in a crazy manner that made the 
spectator hold his breath. This was 
particularly true of Impy II., the fastest boat 
in the race. With his long handicap, Mr. 
Webb, the pilot, had to put up some high 
speeds, and the way he. took that corner was 
a treat to watch. With remarkable bursts of 
speed he. passed out other boats, time and 
again, just past that tirn and before they 
reached. the arch of the bridge. As his boat 
careered in a drunken fashion on account of 
the wash of the other boats he handled her 
with great skilfulness,.to speed up the river 
at something like 45 miles an hour. 

THE FAILING LIGHT. 

On a few occasions Mr. Delany's boat had 
some anxious moments, when it hit the wash 
of boats coming round the turn. It was 
towards the end of the race when deep twi- 
light had fallen on the river, and the lights of 
the city were reflected in myriad colours 
on its heaving bosom, that it became a 
spectacle thrilling to watch. The high-pitched 
drone of the engine was the first intimation 
of the approaching competitor, and then, as 
he came.close he could be dimly seen as he 
flitted through the pools of light and shadow. 

PRESENTATION OF THE CUP. 

At. the conclusion of the race Countess 
McCormack formally presented the McCor- 
mack Cup, given by her husband, to the 
winner, Mr. Healy. and the second and third 
prizes to Mr. Webb and Mr. Flood. 


DETAILS OF THE RACE. 


CAUSE OF THE LATE START. 


From Our Speciat CovResPONDENT. 

The. sole criticism that can be put forward 
over the Speed Boat Race in the Liffey last 
evening is that the start was made too late. The 
primary cause of the delay was that when the 
time came the distant mark up river was dis- 
covered to be out of position. Until it was 

ut into its correct place nothing could be 

ne. When that detail was set fight it 
was necessary then to rún a series of final 
tests of one lap each over the course, so as to 
discover the respective speeds. of the com- 
petitors. 

This took about quarter of, an. hour— 
perhaps a little more. But it was’ very 
necessary, for until such data was _ forth- 
coming no handicap could be struck. Ths 
timekeepers—handicappers if you Jike—had a 
difficult task” but they got through it 
speedily, and in a very short while the handi- 
cap was forthcoming. 

To bring about an equality over the course 
of 15 miles (15 laps) Impy Il. had to concede 
5 mins. to Whirlwind, 7} mins. to Dingbat, 
8 mins. 46 secs. to Hold Everything, 9 mins. 
to Whoopee, 14 mins. to Whirlpool, and 
14 mins. 30 secs. to Crafty. 

There being a handicap start, these allow- 
ances were translated into terms of starting. 
the limit, boat (Crafty) going away first, and 
the others pro rata. Here is how it worked 
out: Crafty would go at zero, Whirlpool half 
a minute later, Whoopee at 55m., Hold 
Everything at 53m., Dingbat at 7m , Whirl- 
wind at 91 m., and Impey II. at 14) m. 

THE START. 

Finally, the starting time came, 7.40 p.m., 
and then Crafty, with Miss McCormack in 
charge, launched out. Immediately after it 
was Whirlpool’s turn. Next,: and after a 
wait of five minutes, Whoopee (the eventual 
winner) roared away, to be followed in a 
few seconds by Hold Everything. A couple 
of minutes elapsed, and Whirlwind’s signal 
to go was given. ‘Then followed an interval 
of five minutes before the scratch boat, 
Impey IT., launched out on the course. Her 
task looked an impossible one to the. eye. 
When she started Crafty and Whirlpool had 
already five rounds each to their credit: 
Whoopee, Hold Everything and Di 
three rounds each, and Whirlwind had two 
rounds done. She had to overtake all that, 
and she only failed at the finish by 53 seconds 
to do so in the case of Whoopee. 

On her eighth round Crafty was in trouble 
somewhere up the river. Whirlpool always 
went. “well, Whoopee was the steadiest of 
the lot; mid-way during the race it was 
evident that she was going to be placed for 
certain. Hold Everything was in trouble on 
the seventh or eighth round Dingbat, one 
felt certain, was, or would be, a dangerous 
competitor to the winner, whichever this 
would be. Whirlwind went splendidly until 
the second or third last lap. And as for 
Impey, who is it that has not sympathy for 
the scratch boat, which has to pull up a 
whole lot? Throughout Impey went grandly. 
One could fancy her chance up" to the. last; 
indeed, it was not until the last lap was 
reached that it became evident that she 
could not overhaul Whoopee. 

| THE FINISH. | 

Darkness had set in when the leaders set 
out on their last laps. Only when they were 
near could they be identified. And then 
came the: finish, Whoopee sweeping down the 
river to take the winning gun, followed by 
Impey and Dingbat, and Vater by Whirlpool.

NEWCASTLE WEST, Thursday. 

The ninth annual agricultural and industrial 
show at Newcastle West to-day surpassed all 
previous exhibitions of this character here. 
Not only were the entries bigger than ever, 
hut the quality of the stock generally was at 
least as good as im past years, and with good 
weather to crown the success of the venture, 
‘this was said to be the best all-round show 
held in the district. The total entries 
jnumbered 2,168, of which 550 represented 
dogs. This total was between two and three 
hundred more than last year. Twenty per 
cent of the entries. were made up of horses 
and, twenty per cent. of cattle, both classes 
showing substantial increases, especially 
the horses. 

While made hunters were only an average 
class and the four-year-olds were not as good 
as those of last year, the young horses were 
very good, the two-year-olds being described 
by the judges’ as the best seen this year. 
There were some very nice colts amongst the 
yearlings, and the foals of the hunter type 
were another good class, seven out of twelve 
entries being really outstanding animals. 
Ponies were also a good class. In the cattle 
sections there was a good showing of bulls, 
which made a very useful class. Shorthorn 
‘dairy bulls were good, and the ‘Polied Angus 
were a fair average, but the Friesians were 
poor. Young cattle were fine, particularly 
two-year-old heifers and yearlings, and calves
